its account of President Wilson's action
In raising the embargo on arms and mu-
nitions of war.

The nowspaper declarCH that President
Wilson's motive, while alleged to be based
on high pretexts of neutrality, originates
really in commercial Interests. It con-
tinues;

"It was known, that European and
Japanese factories were turning out war
materials for tho Mexican government-Simila- r

establishments In tho Unltwl
States were dissatisfied and brought pres-
sure to bear on tho government at Wash-
ington to put an end to the embargo and
not block their business."

Expects Intervention.
The article In El Pals continues:
"The humanilarianlsm of President

Wilson has been put aside to make way
for mercantilism. The worthy Yankee
believes that everything In life should be
reduced to dollars and cents. He could
not bear to sec such a propitious oppor-
tunity pass without profiting to glvo us
what ho surely believes to be a decisive
blow. To accumulate in our territory the
elements of destruction Is a labor which
will soon facilitate American meddling
with our affairs,

It is the fbst step of the Yankees
toward our frontier. Afterward will come
Intervention. The phantom grows more
distinct beyond tho Rio Grande."

Tells People to Have Faith.
El Pais then calls on the Mexican peo-

ple to have faith In the good Mexicans
and In the government of General Kuor-t- a.

Italian Consul Freed.
SAN ANTONIO. Tex., Feb. 1. Dr, Luis

Paparelll, Italian consul for the Mexican
slates of Durango and Coahuila, has boon
released at Piedras Negras. Mexico, by
the federal authorities, according to a
message from Consul Blocker to D. D.
Paparelll. the consul's son here, Tl was
slated that everything "has boon straight-
ened out" and that Dr. Paparelll would
continue to act as Italian consul.

It was reported several days ago that
Dr. Paparelll was being held incommu-
nicado at Piedras Negras. Consul Blocker,
however, advised tho state department
that this was untrue, that the Ttallan
consul had been merely "temporarily de-

tained" by General Alvarez, commander
of the Piedras Negras garrison.

Patrol Withdrawn.
DOUGLAS. Ariz., Feb. As a result

of President Wilson's proclamation lift-
ing the embargo against the exportation
of arms and munitions of war Into Mexi-
co, headquarters officers of the Ninth
cavalry withdrew border patrols under
their jurisdiction along tho iulornutloir.il
boundary today.

The various patrols struck their camps
along the border and assembled at a gen-
eral camp one- mllo outside Douglas,
where, It Is said, they will remain for
the present. Two hundred federal de-
serters have reached the rebel' outpost at
La Paslon, Sonora, according to reports
received hero today. The deserters re-
ported a sharp light with loyal federals
while breaking through tho federal lines,
but escaped without serious loss. They
said they had been forced into Huerta's
service and had not been paid for months,

Local constitutionalists received a tele-
gram today stating that Governor Jose
M. Maytorena of Sonora had returned to
Hermosillo from Cullacan with news that
General Carranza would follow him with-
in a week or ten days, on route for Chi-
huahua.

WESTERN COLLEGES

10 BE REPRESENTED

By Staff Correspondent.
LOGAN, Feb. 1. The first convention

of the leaders In the western agricultural
colleges will open at the Utah Agricul-
tural college hero today. Representatives
are expected from the agricultural col-

leges of Utah, Idaho, Montana. Wyoming.
Washington, .Nevada and California. .Each
Institution Is entitled to representation,
from its experiment station, Hs college
and Its extension division.' The colleges
will be represented by the presidents, tho
experiment stations and l he extension di-

visions by tholr directors.
Tho aim of tho organization of western

agricultural college leaders will he to
work for the benefit and
Interests of western needs. Permanent
officers will be elected and It Is the hopo
of those most Interested In the Initial
meeting to make the organization a per-
manent institution. Dean W. ij. Carlylc
of the University of Idaho agricultural de-
partment will act as temporary chnlrman
of the meeting.

"The western agricultural colleges are
members of the National Organization of
Agricultural Colleges, but we feel that out
here In tho west we have-- problems that
arc our own,'" said President John A.
Wldtsoe of the Utah college tonight in
discussing the coming meeting. "11 Is
these problems that yc Intend to discuss.
The half dozen or more western colleges
are serving a territory as great as the
numerous colleges of the cast and a terri-
tory in which there Is more nci:d of di-

rection for development work. Yet our
finances are limited and we believe that
through we can use our
means and resources to belter advan-
tage.

"Furthermore," Mr. Widlsoc,
"we hope to be able to establish more
uniform entrance and graduation require-
ments, recommend beneficial legislation,
both to the national comrrcss and the
various stale legislatures. Wo hope to be
able to In increasing our ex-

tension work and avoid the duplication
of experimental work by exchanging in-
formation regarding tho experiments con-
ducted at tho various state stations. 1

believe that much good can be done by
the organlzu lion and that Its Influence
will be widely foil throughout the west "
